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Cincinnati Wins Next Meet— Two Bal­

Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 27—Gen. J. P. S. 
Gobin of Lebanon, Pa., was Thursday 
night elected 
commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. Cin­ 
cinnati was selected as the place for j 
the next encampment. 
Col. Isaac F. Mack of Sandusky was 
beaten by the movement to take the 
encampment to Cincinnati. 
The 
old 
soldiers thought the union 
was too 
large to let one state have both honors. 
The convention met at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon and took up the encamp­ 
ment question first. 
President M. E. 
Ingalls of the Big Four presented the 
invitation from Cincinnati. San Fran­ 
cisco was also put in competition. The 
vote was: Cincinnati, 526; San Fran­ 
cisco, 214. New York cast 61 votes for 
San Francisco and I for Cincinnati. 
At 6 o’clock nominations for com­ 
mander were asked for. Gen. George 
H. Innis of Massachusetts, Gen. John 
C. Linehan of New Hampshire, Col. 
Mack and Gen.* Gobin were nominated, 
Gen. Gobin’s name being presented by 
Thomas J. Stewart of 
Pennsylvania. 
Gen. Innis’ name was withdrawn before 
the first ballot was taken. Gen. Gobin 
was elected on the second ballot. 
On motion of Department Command­ 
er R. B. Brown of Ohio, who 
nomi­ 
nated Col. Mack, the election was made 
unanimous. The convention put over 
until today the election of the other 
officers. 
Alfred Lyth of Buffalo will 
be elected senior vice-commander. 
Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul ad­ 
dressed the encampment 
during 
its 
secret session Thursday. 
The 
arch­ 
bishop served as a chaplain in the 
army. 
Commander Clarkson formally 
received him into the Grand 
Army 
Wednesday 
night. 
The convention 
was aroused to great enthusiasm by 
the archbishop’s speech. The arch­ 
bishop said: 
me to live I will serve America, and 
when I die I want no better tribute 
than this: ‘He was a worthy comrade 
of the Grand Army of the Republic.’ ” 
Gen. Lew Wallace also addressed the 
encampment. 
A report from the 
committee on 
school histories was presented by A. O. 
Marsh of Indiana. 
It says that the 
Grand Army is dissatisfied with the 
histories of the civil war, not that it 
wants the bitter memories of that event 
revived, hut because “we cannot close 
our eyes to the fact that our school 
hooks do not make a distinction be­ 
tween ourselves and those who fought 
against us.” “We demand,” says the 
report, “that it be made clear in the 
text books of the country that those 
who fought for the union were right 
and that the confederacy was wrong.” 
The report of Adjutant General 
Charles E. Burmeister showed that in 
good standing June 30, 1896, the order 
had 7,302 posts, with 340,610 members; 
on Dec. 31, 1896, it had 7,276 posts, 
with 327,412 members; 
on June 30, 
1897, it had 7,106 posts, with 319,456 
members. During the last ten years, 
he also reported, the Grand Army of 
the Republic had expended for char­ 
ity 
the 
magnificent sum of $2,100,- 
617.67. 
Commander-in-Chief Clarkson’s re­ 
port was interesting from many stand­ 
points. 
In the course of its delivery he re­ 
ferred feelingly to his visits in the 
southern department. His reception 
there was of the 
heartiest, 
and he 
found as hearty a response to the sen­ 
timent, “One country, one flag, one peo- 
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encouraged 
and fostered. 
Military 
‘schools for boys, too, come in for their 
share of commendation. 
President McKinley left Buffalo for 
Cleveland at 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
on Senator Hanna’s yacht, the 
Co­ 
manche. The President’s day in Buf­ 
falo was fully occupied. One incident 
roused the civic anger to fever heat.' 
Ever since the President’s arrival he 
has been urged to visit Camp Jewett, 
which stretches away to the north from 
his hotel. He told the Grand Army 
officials that if he had time Thursday 
he would call on them at the camp. 
On his way to take a train to Cuyuga 
island he suggested that this would be 
an excellent opportunity to get a 
closer view of the camp. Accordingly 
the driver was directed to turn into 
the camp. At the gates a special offi­ 
cer jumped out and took the horses by 
the head. A rule of the camp was that 
no carriages should be allowed inside, 
and the officer refused to make an ex­ 
ception of the President. 
The National Association of Army 
Nurses met with President Mrs. Emily 
E. Wardley in the chair. The present 
officers were re-elected.

suspension, 
making the total membership, includ­ 
ing those not reporting, 142,883. The 
total amount expended for relief was 
$164,720, making $1,537,832 since organ­ 
ization. 
National Treasurer Isabella T. Bag­ 
ley reported receipts to the 
general 
fund of $30,595, expenditures of $23,572, 
the balance being $7,022. 
The total 
cash in all funds on hand July I was 
$13,034. The assets are $18,578 and the 
liabilities none. 
Other officers made 
satisfactory reports.

Two Firemen Meet Death—Property 
Loss Will Reach $165,000—Acci­ 
dent to Firemen Occurs After the 
Blaze is Subdued—Fire at Chicago 
Causes Heavy Property Loss. 


Pittsburg Pa., Aug. 27.—Fire th u rs­ 
day evening caused the loss of $165,000 
worth of property, injury to two fire­ 
men and created a panic in the Seventh 
Avenue hotel. The fire originated from 
the explosion of a gas engine in the 
cellar. 
The building is T shape, running 
back from its Smithfield street front 
to a ten-foot alley in the rear, separat­ 
ing it from the Seventh Avenue hotel, 
the extensions extending to Seventh 
avenue and Strawberry alley. 
The 
guests of the hotel, numbering 150, 
were nearly all at supper at the time 
the flames were discovered. 
A small-sized panic ensued, and a 
grand rush was made for the exits. 
Fortunately no one was hurt. 
The 
fire burned the kitchen and part of the 
dining room of the hotel. 
The 
wall of an 
adjoining fur­ 
niture store fell into the alley, catch­ 
ing the firemen, one of whom—John 
Neelan—was badly hurt, but not seri­ 
ously. Several buildings adjoining the 
burning structure were damaged by 
water, the agggregate loss amounting 
to about $5,000. The other losses are: 
Edmunson & Perrine, 
$100,000 on 
stock, insurance $42,000; John Daub, 
owner of the building, $50,000; insur­ 
ance $7,000; Seventh 
Avenue hotel, 
$10,000, fully insured. 
At ll o’clock, after the fire had been 
subdued and the firemen were counting 
up their hose the Strawberry wall of 
the Edmundson & Perrine building fell, 
burying under the debris two firemen, 
Zeke Glover and Harry Holt. 
Two 
boys who were watching the firemen 
work are also supposed to be under 
the fallen wall. 
A large force of men were put to 
work at once to get the victims out. 
As the wall was three stories high, the 
progress of the rescuers was slow. At 
11:50 o’clock Holt’s dead body was re­ 
covered and Glover’s was reached soon 
afterward. 
Both men were married 
and lived in Lawrenceville.

Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 27.—Mine of­ 
ficials are waiting with some im­ 
patience for the St. Louis conference of 
labor leaders. General Master Workman 
Sovereign of the Knights of Labor has 
removed his headquarters from Fort 
Wayne to this city temporarily. There 
is a remote fear of a bread riot in sev­ 
eral of the Ohio districts, and State 
Miner Haseltine was in consultation 
with President Ratehford quite awhile 
Thursday. Mr. Haseltine has received 
letters which show an aggregate of 17,- 
500 persons in want of food. Many of 
these are children under 14. The peo­ 
ple of the state have not responded 
generously to Governor Bushnell’s ap­ 
peal. Two years ago, in response to an 
appeal by Governor McKinley, food and 
money was poured in. All destitution 
was relieved and the relief committee I Pittsburg 
had more than $1,000 left. The stores 
in the mining towns have trusted the 
idle miners to the extreme limit, and 
besides have very little stock on hands.

Fierce Fire at Chicago.

Labor Leader Think! Strike Will Be 
Won by the End of September. 
Washington, Aug. 
27. — President 
Gompers of the ' American Federation 
of Labor gave his view of the present 
coal strike situation to The Associated 
Press Thursday as follows: 
“The situation, as I gather it from 
the reports of our organizers, indicates 
that between 60 per cent and 65 per cent 
of the mines in West Virginia are now 
closed down completely. So long as 
the West Virginia miners continued 
operations there was, of course, little 
hopes of an absolute victory for the 
I miners, because West Virginia could 
supply the urgent needs of the market. 
But, with the suspension in West Vir­ 
ginia becoming general, if the miners 
in the states of Pennsylvania, Ohio, In­ 
diana and Illinois keep their ranks un­ 
broken, as I am confident they will, 
the strike must result in an absolute 
victory for the men. Before Sept. 15 
the lake trade must be supplied. The 
situation becomes daily more acute, 
and while I hesitate to fix a day, I be­ 
lieve tbat the strike will be terminated 
by by the end of September and that 
the settlement will be in favor of the 
miners.”

Gold and Silver. 
St. Louis, Aug. 27.—The new Ameri­ 
can party was launched Thursday by a 
convention of between forty and fifty 
delegates who represent nine states 
and territories, and are said to have 
backing in a large number of other 
states. 
A national committee was elected of 
ten members, with Col. E. H. Sellers 
of Detroit as chairman. 
Detroit w aa 
selected for the committee headquar­ 
ters for the ensuing year. The plat­ 
form starts out with the declaration 
that the most potent safeguard of pros­ 
perity is an abundant revenue, and 
therefore favors such an adjustment 
of the tariff and internal revenues as 
will produce sufficient money for the 
government’s expenditures. 
On the financial question the plat­ 
form has this to say: “Since nearly or 
quite 99 per cent of all business trans­ 
actions of the country are accomplished 
without the use of specie, we favor the 
demonetization of both gold and silver, 
the prohibition of contracts for pay­ 
ment in coin of either metal and the 
substitution of metallic tokens for our 
present minor coins. 
“We believe that all currency should 
be in the form of treasury notes of un­ 
limited legal-tender 
quality, and 
in 
such quantity as shall facilitate 
freest commercial exchange, and that 
every form of currency notes should be 
withdrawn from circulation.”

Today’s dispatches report the defeat 
of the last British post on the Khyber 
Pass. 
The famous pa38,gatew ay from 
A fghanistan to India, is now in the 
hands of the insurgents. 
Russia’s in­ 
fluence seems apparent in the move­ 
ment. 
In the present outbreak England 
has to deal with the strongest warlike 
trib e on the border of the Punjab. 
The Afridis can m uster 25,000 fighting 
men, and have always been a source 
of anxiety lo England. 
At times they 
have been quieted by gifts, but more 
th an once m ilitary expeditions were 
required to keep them w ithin bounds. 
Tw enty years ago a British army offi­ 
cer described the Afridi as a tall, 
athletic highlander, lean and muscu­ 
lar, w ith high nose and cheek bones 
and fairish complexion. 
They are 
careful skirmishers, good marksmen, 
usually shooting from a rest, and 
fairly well arm ed. 
Almost every man 
of fighting age carries a gun, often a 
rifle, a knife and a pistol. 
The tribe 
nre trained to 
plunder, and have 
gathered considerable w ealth in their 
forays, 
made without regard for the 
rig h ts of persons and property. 
In 
religion they are strict believers in the 
K oran, and have shown gieatly in 
ereased restlessness since tbe recent 
successes of the Turkish army. 
According to the latest dispatches 
th e Afridis have been pouting down 
through Khyber Pass tow ard Jam rud, 
n fortified tow n in British territory a 
few miles west of Peshwur, the term !. 


hub of the N orthw estern 
railw ay. 
Beyond the tow n rise the naked hills 
of the Khyber range, and the entrance 
to the pass is between two tall cliffs. 
Two little British forts, Alimusjid and 
Mande, are within the pass, the most 
advanced a t a distance of eight miles 
from the entrance. 
These outposts 
have been cut off by the swarming 
Afridis and Fort Lundi-Kotal, situated 
a t the extrem e end of the Khyber Pats 
and garrisoned by 300 men of the 
Khyber rifles, was attacked and burned 
b y the Afridis on Tuesday. 
It is evident th a t the British gov­ 
ernm ent 
distrusts the ameer of Af­ 
ghan ista a in this emergency. 
He has 
received emphatic w arning, and de­ 
nies th a t his troops are taking any 
p art in the insurrection along the 
frontier. 
But he delights in calling 
himself “ the light of union and re­ 
ligion” and is as thorough a Moham­ 
medan as the sultan. 
In the end the 
grip of England upon the ameer may 
he rendered firmer, yet a t present the 
B ritish are on the defensive 
near 
Khyber Pass, and must m aintain this 
attitude until more troops can be con­ 
centrated.
